Acting upon your advice we have semrched this city, calling upon 
every money exchange office personally, but find that those with whom we talked 
not only had no knowledge of there being a new 5000 Kronen Czechoslovak "Weng 
much less had any of them in their possession. After giving the matter most 
careful thought we can offer but one explanation that would in any way help to 
clear this matter up and that is - in each box the five notes of each lot bore 
consecutive numbers ani in esch case Were at the top or bottom of a package. 
Being in this position it occurs to us that in unwrapping the packages, t he 
notes at the top or at the bottom of such a package might have stuck to 


the wrappers and were destroyed in this manner.

We are in receipt of your letter of April 28th, No.9867, and 
have taken good note of your remarks in connection with the missing 5000 
Kronen notes of the Bankownf úrad ministerstva financí, at Prague. In 
this connection we might mention that we have written to the Bank at great 
length on the subject. 

It may interest you to know that as far as our investigation 
goes everything would point to the fact that these notes were shipped with 
the others. Moreover, we have been in touch with all of the leading money 
exchanges in the city and find that none of them have even beard of a new 
5000 Kronen Czechoslovak note. We have been unable to find one of these 
notes anywhere, 

It is always possible, in opening packages of bank notes, to 
mislay some of them in the wrappings. This is particularly so in the case 
of notes packed either at the top or at the bottom of the package. In the 


case of the two lots of five notes each, we find that in one lot they were 


the five top notes and in the other the five bottom notes. We mentioned 
this to the Bank and it is just possible that it may help them to locate these 
notes. 

We have explained fully in our letter to the bank that we are only 
printers and that any and all documents made by us are but printed matter until 
they reach their destination ani have been properly issued. We are, therefore, 
only responsible for the number of pieces ordered and, if by any chance there 
should be a shortage in the amount delivered we are always perfectly willing to 
replace such shortage. 

It is the custom - in cases of lost documents of any kind - to can- 
del such numbers and issue duplicates in their stesd bearing another number,- 
notifying the banks, business houses and public in general of the fact that they 
shall not be received for the pieces lost. In other words - it should be treated 
exactly as a lost check upon which payment is stopped and a duplicate issued. 


All of these details we have explained fully in our letter to the bank.

We enclose herewith a copy of a letter of March 25th, together 
with copy of the statement of same date mentioned therein, received from 
the above bank,- oll of which are self-explanatory and in answer to whichi 
we have cabled and written them as per copies which we also enclose. In 
addition we hazd you a photographic copy of the contract itself. | 

Although we fully appreciate the troubles, mistakes апд difficulties 
we have had in executing this Bank's orders and the annoyance and troubles 
caused them, we are most desirous of continuing to take care of their future 
bank note requirenents,even to the extent of making & concession if necessary. 
We cannot,however, under any circumstances, agree to allow interest on the 
money deposited under the terms * this contract, 

The contract itself is a perfectly good md bona-fide document, 
and business-like in every way,- in which they ordered something from us 
and agreed to make payments in accordance with terms as stated. With the 
exception of the first two payments due they made their payments in the 
stipulated time. 

In considering this matter we have weighed each and every possible 
side of it from the time the contract was signed down to the present day | 
and, for your better understanding,call your attention to these facts. 

Based strictly on the wording of the contract we are not legally 
bond to pay interest on payments made as stipulated. 

To show our anxiety and eagerness to do all we could for them 
and to in every way more than please them on our deliveries, we started 


work on their order immediately upon receipt of the information that the 


| 


contract had been closed. This was in May 1919,and before the 18% payment had bez 
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received, which was on July 29th,1919, we had actually spent, according to our 
records, а matter of about $5,500.00. 

our early deliveries on this contract were delayed time and again first - 
pending the arrival of Mr. Schmaus , Which was about 4 weeks after tne receipt 
® by us of the «details and then, as you know, there were numerous delays caused by 
changing and re-arranging our models from time to time. 

The back die of the 1000 Kronen denomination was approved August 25th, 
1919. The die was ready for approval on the 26th but had to be changed and was 
not finally approved until the 29th. 

The tints were changed once or twice on account of colors, anü these 
were finally approved on September <4th. Even with all these numerous delays 
we managed to complete half of their original order „ or 1,000,000 notes, by our 
shipment of November 25th. The balance of 1,000,000 notes were ready On Decem- 
o ber 2nd,- and although we advised the consulate here in this city that we were | 
awaiting shipping instructions, we Were not able to make our shipment owing to our 
not receiving such shipping instructions until Jamary ord. On this denomination 
there could certainly be ngeompšaint as to delays in our delivery. 

On the 100 Kronen notes - our order was entered on November 14th,1919, 
with & promise of one half of the order four monthe after the approval of the en- 
gravings. The back was approved on February 2nd; the face on February 5th; 


the tints on February 27th. On this denomination we were delayed and were not 
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able to make our shipment of one-half of the order until September 8, 
1920. We completed the 10,000,000 notes on November 5,1920. 
This denomination was finally increased, as you know, to 19,000,000 notes. 
E It was entirely delivered in Jomary 1921. 
It was during the time this denomination was being executed 
that we were having so much trouble with our help and We really have nothing 
to boast about as to the time taken to complete this work. 
In the matter of delivery of the 5000 Kronen notes we were also 
delayed. However, a number of changes Were made in our model and final 
proofs were not approved until November 15,1920. We then made first delivery 
on December 218% and compdeted the entire order on February 26,1921. 
We might also mention that models were prepared for the 50 
® and 500 Kronen кл. Mie of vignettes. Some of these vignettes 
were of course used on other denominstions but the cost of the modeling,which as 
you know, is high - still remains as an open cost to us. In this respect 
it is they who have not carried out all of the terms of their contract,- 
although we appreciate that they have increased the number of pieces con- 
siderably over those originally ordered. 


Although, as we have previously stated, we do not consider 


interest due them under any conditions according to the terms of the contract, 
we have gone into the matter fron every angle and would call your attention 
to the manner in which they have figured interest - as shown on their state- 


ment. They have simply taken the dates of their payments, added then

together and subtracted, at the time we made shipment» to them, the value of 
such shipments. This, as you will see, is most unfair since, as you know, 
there must be a tremendous outlay on our part for the preparatory work and 
the actual finishing of the notes prior to the date of shipment. In other 
words, we were forced to spend a considerable part of the money we received 
fran them in paying for labor, materials, etc. Therefore, even if we felt 
for a minute that their claim is a just one we could not allow it under such 
conditions. 

Then too you of course appreciate that 5% is not given to us or 
anyone else by the banks here on balances remaining with them, Where we 
keep large daily balances Mr. Lee informs me we are allowed between 2j and 
3%. 

To sum up, it is our belief - all things considered, that it is 
not obligatory on our part to give any consideration whatsoever to their 
| claim as they make it but, on the other hand, we do fully realize the errors 
that have occurred in the execution of their various orders and the trouble 
such errors have caused then amd it is for this reason only that we are willing 
to give any consideration at all to the order which they now offer us. 

Just what to offer the bank in the way of a consideration or 
allowance or reduction, or whatever you want to call it, provided you agree 
with us that it might be well to make such a concession to retain their 


friendly relations and future business, is a question which ~ to our minds ~ 
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is one you will have to settle yourself. However, in talking the 

matter over among ourselves here we have sort of set a figure of say 

anything up to $5000 or $6000. such an allowance, together with the 

$4,200 outstanding to their credit on our books would, of course, reduce 
o | the cost of their proposed order for 1,000,000 - 100 Kronen notes consider- 

ably, and might both please them for the present and help make it possible 

for us to continue doing their notes of the higher denominations for sone 

time to come, This, of course, is what we are striving to maintain 

and we feel that you alone will be able to best judge and decide how this 


is to be done.

Опе of the first problems to confront the new Republie of Czecho- 
Slovakia after the downfall of the Austro-Hungarian Empire, was that 
of a separate currency, The only currency in circulation within the 
now Republic was that issued by Austria-Iimgary, The Republic began 
by stamping all the banknotes issued by Austrias-Hungary with the arms 


© of Czecho-Slovakia, and at the same time took over all branches of the 
Bank of Austria-Hungary on Czecho-Slovak territory. These banknotes 
were intended to be temporary only, and were soon re laced by notes 
issued by the Czecho-Slovakia Goverment itself, so that by the 20th 
of June, 1920, the last Austrian note bearing the Ozocho-Slovak stamp 
was permanently withdrawn from circulation, 
The next step was the creation of a new "Bank Department" under the 
direction of the Ministry of Finance. This was followed by statistics 
e Showing the financial resources of the new Republic, and of all persons 
having their place of residence within the Republie on the first of 
March, 1919, As a result of the statistics taken, an Act of Parliament 
was passed April 8, 1920, imposing a tax upon property and incomes, 
The object of the income tax is to withdraw permanently from 
circulation all hoarded banknotes; to withdraw banimotes of a temporary 


natures and to provide for the payment of debts arising from the 


currency measures. 


The Ast of Parliament also limits the amount of paper money in 


circulation, and provides for its increase only when backed by commercial 
bills and securities discounted by the Bank Department, The report of 
the Bank Dopartmont for February Үз», 1921, shows the total value of 
banknotes in circulation to be 10,806,066,004 crowns, or about 1,849,- 
825,421 orowns, about $26,411,786; by seouritios to the value of 2,193,- 
774,200 Growns, about $51,539,631; and by other assests worth 551,001,038 
@rowns, or about $7,857,158. ‘There are now in eirculation less unsegured 
banknotes than the number allowed by lav. 

The purpose of the regulation affecting currensy із to make possible 
tho ultimate resumption of a gold currency as provided Bor by tho Act 
of Parliament of April 14, 1920, author is ing tho creation of the 
National Czecho-Sievak Bank, with the right of 1ssuo,. Voluntary gifts 
for the creation of a Czecho-Slovak metal fund have been mado to the amoni 
of 20,000,000 roms, in gold, silver, and jewels; and a loan to the 
State netted a total of 100,000,000 arowns in gold, or $20,325,805. ‘the 
Final adoption of a gold currency is dependent upon a stabilization in 
economic conditions, and in a better equilibrium betwoen the values of 
exports and import, 

Since the war, tho Govermmont has placed an order with a firm in the 
United States for the engraving of paper money, The result is that banks 
notes in the denomination of 100, 1,000, and 5,000 Czocho-Slovak crowns, 
printed in the United States, are now in circulation in Caecho-Slovakia. 
Gold and silver money, as well as the currency of foreign nations, can 
not be taken out of the country without special permission from the 


Department of Finance. 


The small coim in use in Czecho-Slovakia is still that of the old 
Austrian and Hungarian issues, The Government is now working on designs 
for Cgecho-Slovak coins to take their place, and hopes to be able to 
withdraw the old issues during the present year, The first coin of 
Cxecho-Slovak make was struck mary ist, 1921, at the State Mint ir 
Keemnieo, 1% is planned to strike new coins in the denominations of 
80 bellers, 50 hellers, ard oro crown. ‘The meğal used will be a mixture 
60 per cent copper, and 20 per cent nickel. 

Up to the present time, it has been impossible for the Goverment 
to strike its own vii for two reasons; (1) the scarcity of motalj 
(2) the destruction of the State Mint at Kremmice by the Hungarians 
during their retreat in 1918. 

Before the war, the Mint at Xreunioo was the mint used by Hungavrye 
It was here that the famous golden duoats were struck. The archives of the 
Mint date back to the year 1630, At the time of the downfall of Awtrian-

everything else, including the building itself. Sineo them, the | 
building has been restored, and new machinery installed, Tes ts for the 
new metal currency have been successfully met, and the minting of coins 
is about to begin,
